Camas Methodist church was 
organized in 1884 by the Rev 
Ferguson with five members— 
two families. The first resident 
minister was Rev W. H. Drake 
who served from September 
1887 to 1888 

First meeting for the pur- 
chase of land, a building site 
was in 1888. In December of 
1888 twelve members voted to 
incorporate and make plans for 
a building The new building 
was dedicated in August 1891— 
67 years ago. Additions and im- 
provements were made during 
the years. In 1949 the church 
and parsonage site were sold 
and the parsonage building was 
moved to a new site on 1th and 
Franklin. A new church site 
Was purchased on Northeast 
Mth and Franklin and the pre- 
sent church structure was be- 
gun in the fall of 1949 and open- 

for services on July 9, 1950, 
with the resident Methodist Bish- 
op Gerald Kennedy 
Speaker, 

The Rev. Robert Shaw was 
the minister during the period 
of moving the parsonage to its 
Present location and the con- 
Siruction of the church building.
